I HAVE lately received from my cor- 
refpondent at Wslhinatde. a copy of the 
* Meflage from the Prefident of the United 
States, tranfmitting fundry documents, ref- 
peéting the French corvette Berceau, in 
‘purfuance of a refolution of the Houfe, of the 
eh April, 1802,” and publifhed by order 
of Congrefs.. This Meflage unfolds many 
oa precious confefions.” It comprizes 52 
* pages; and though it contains many docu- 
ments, fuch as details of the caufes tried before 
the Council of Prizes at Paris; along letter 
from M. Pichon, in which he givesa hiftory 
of the negociation of the late convention with 
France ; and, as ufual, eulogizes the oya/ty 
and good faith of the French Republic ; but 
4m which he does not forget to hint, that 

* from the information he had cotleéted, it 
appeared that the frigate I'Infurgent was 
loft; and that there is reafon to believe that 
it will appear juftto the Prefident to replace 
this eee, orto pay the value of it to the 
Republic :"—A letter from Forfait, Minifter 
of the Marine, alfo, on the fubjeSt of the con- 
vention ; a letter. from Ch. Ni. Talieyrand, 
to citizen Pichon, on the fubjeét of American

nthe Weft Indies,on the. fubje€t of prizes : 
—a third feom M. Pichon onthe fubjeé of 
the 15,000 dollars advanced by the United 
States, to fuccour the eolonifts who had fled 
from St. Domingo. A fourth letter from 
Pichon on the conduét of Gov. La Croffe, 
at Guadaloupe, with refpeét to American 
veflels :—all of which may be very well! in 
their places ; but which have no more con. 
nettion with the repairs of the Berceau, than 
the queftion’ whether the Mammoth Cheefe 
was made of new or fkim milk. They, 
however, are introduced, with the pitiful in- 
tention of diverting the public mind fron the 
fubjeét of thofe repairs ; and to offset Ameri- 
can performances with French promifes. 
Would it not, Mr. Ruffell, have been much 
more pertinent to the fubjeét to have given an 
account of the bills paid by the United States 
for the repairs of the Bofton frigate, for 
damages fuftained by her in capturing the 
Berceau? Why was not Mr. Brown or 
Mr, Higginfon direfted to report the repairs 
put upon the Bofton; and why have not 
meafures been taken by Mr. Jefferfon to ob 
tain payment therefor ?—Ift any fuch have 
been taken, why are they not publifhed? Is 
it jult, fair or honorable that the U. States 
fhould pay tor the repairs both of the Bofton 
and the Berceau ; and France'pay nothing ? 
Can it be a good rule that works thus partially ? 
I leave it to the good fenfe of my fellow 
citizens toanfwer thefe queftions. 

From this Meflage I have feleéted the fol-

DEFINITIVE TREATY. 





On Wednefday noon arrived at Marblehead, the 
Schr. Molly, 42 days from Havre. Mr. Bigelow, apaf- 
fenger, has favored vs with a paper of that city of 
‘arch 30, containing a copy of the Defigitive Treaty 
of Peacc—of which the fellewing is a tranflation. 


Definitive Treaty of Peace, between the 
French Republic, the King of Spain, and 
the Batavian Republic, on the one part,

The Fir Conful of the French Republie, 
in the name of the French Nation, and his 
Majefty the King of the United Kingdom, 
&c. equally animated by a defire to put a 
flop to the ealamities of war, have laid the 
foundation of the peace, by the Prelimimary 
Articles figned at London, the aft O&eber, 
1801 ; and as, by the 15th articleof the faid 
Preliminaries, it has been agreed, ** That 
there {hall be nominated on the one part and 
the other, Pienipotentiaries, who fhalt refort 
to Amiens,%o draw up the Definitive Treaty” 
in concert with the alhes of the contraéting

cd, and thall afford neither aid nor protec. 
tion, dire€ily or indire€ily, to thole whe 
would prejudice either of them. 

IJ. Ail the prifoners made on cither fide, 
by land-or by fea, and the hoflages taken or 
given curing the war, and to the prefent 
time, fhall be reflored, without ranfom, in 
fix weeks at fartheft, to reckon from the da 
of the exchange of the ratifications of the 


prefent Treaty, after paying the debts con-- 


tra€ted during their captivity. Each con- 
trafting party fhall (liquidate) pay, refpec- 
‘tiyely, the advances made by either of the 
contratiing parties for the fubfiftence and 
maintenance of prifoners in the country 
where they fhall have been detained. There 
fhall be appointed a {pecial commiffion to ef- 
tablifh and regulate the compenfation due et- 
ther party. The time and place of meeting

ART. XI. The French troops fhall evac- 
uate the Kingdom of Naples and the Roman 
State ; the Englifh torces fhall likewifle e- 
vacuate Porto Ferrajo, and, generally, all the 

orts and iflands which they occupied in 
the Mediterranean or in the Adriatic Sea. 

XII. The evacuations, ceflions, and refli- 
tutions ftipulated by the prefent Treaty, thal] 
go into operation, as they regard Europe, in 
the courfe of a month ; the feas of America 
and Africa in three months ; the continent 
and feas of Afiain fix months, following the 
ratification of the prefent Definitive ‘Treaty, 
except in thofe cales efpecially provided to 
the contrary. 

XIII. In all cafes of reftitution, granted 
hy the preient treaty, the fortifications iha!] 
be reftored in the condition in which they 
were tound at the moment of figning the 
preliminaries, and all tke works conitructed 
fince their being occupied fhall remain un- 
touched. 

It is moreover agreed, that in every cafe 
of ceffion ftipulated, there fhall be allowed to 
the inhabitants, of whatever condition or 
nation, a term of three years, from the ratifi- 
cation of the prefent Treaty, to difpoie of 
their property acquired and poffeffed, wheth- 
er betore or during the prefent war; during 
which period of three years, they may en joy 
freely their religion and their property. The 
fame is grantedin the countries reflored, to 
all thole, whether inhabitants or not, who 
fhall have made any eftablifhments during the 
period when thefe countries were pollefled 
by G. Britain. 

‘As to the inhabitants of places ceded or 
reftored, it is agreed, that no one fhall be per- 
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fecuted, or difturbed in his perfon or prop- 
erty, under any pretext, on account of his 
political condu& or opinion, or of his attach. 
ment to either of the contrafting parties, or 
for any other caufe, except debts contraéted 
with individuals, or for atts pofterior to the 
prefent treaty. 

XIV. All fequeftrations, on the one part 
or the other, laid upon tunds or revenues, of 
whatever kind they may be, belonging to one 
of the contraéting powers, or to its citizens 
or fubjeéts, fhall be taken off immediately 
after the fignature of this Definitive ‘Treaty. 

The decifion of all claims between the in- 
dividuals of the refpe€tive nations, for debts, 
property, eflects, on whatever rights, which, 
conformably to the eftablifhed ufages and to 
the rights of nations, fhould be exhibited at 
the moment ot-Peace, fhall be laid before 
the competent Tribunals, and prompt and 
full juftice thal] be rendered in thefe cafes in 
the dominions where the claims fhall be 
made, 

AV. The fitheries upon the coafts of 
Newfoundland and the adjacent Ifles, and in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, are placed upon 
the fame footing as before the war. 

The French fifhermen of Newfoundland. 
and the inhabitants of the Iflands of ScePeie: 
and Miquelon, fhall be allowed to cui the 
wood neceflary to them in the Bay otf For- 
tune, and of Defpair, during the firft year, 
from the ratification of the prefent treaty. 

XVI. To prevent all fubje&ts of com- 
plaint and conteft which may arife from cap- 
tures which may be made at [ea after the fign- 
ing of the preliminary articles, it is mutua!- 
ly agreed that the veffels and effe€ts which 
fhall have been taken in the Channel, and in 
North Seas, after 12 days from the exchange 
of the ratifications of the preliminaries, {hall 
be reftored on both fides , and the term {hall 
be a month from the Channel and the North 
Seas, to the Canary Ifles, inclufively, wheth- 
erin the Ocean or in the Mediterranean ; 
two months from the Canary Ifles to the 
Equator ; and five months in alllother parts 
of the globe, without any farther exception 
or diftinétion of time or place. 

NVI. The Ambaffladors, Miniffers and 
other Agents of the contraéiing powers, fhal! 
re{fpelively enjoy in the ftates of the faid 
powers, the fame rank, privileges, preroga- 
tives and immunities, which agents of the 
fame clafs enjoyed before the war. 

XVIII. The Branch of the Honfe of 
Naffau, which was efiablifhed in the ci-de- 
vant Republic of the United Provinces, now 
the Batavian Republic, : having {uftained 
loffes as well in private property as by the 
change of the conftitution adopted in that 
country, there fhall be procured compenfa- 
tion equivalent to the faid lofles. 

AIX. The prefent Definitive Treaty of 
Peace is declared common to the Sublime Ot- 
toman Porte, ally of His Britannic Majeily ; 
andthe Sublime Porte fhali be requefled to 
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tranfmit its acceffion thereto as foon as pofli- 
Fon) cy 


ble. - — 
XX. It is agreed that the contraéting 


duly authorifed to this effeét, thal! be held to 
deliver up to juftice, perfons accufed of the 


_crimes of murder, of forgery or of fraudulent 
bankruptcy, committed within thejurifdition — 


of the party making the demand, provided 
that it fhall not be done unlefs the evidence 
of the crime fhall be fo wel! eftablifhed, thar 
the laws of the place, where the accufed per- 
fon thal! be difcovered, would authorize his 
detention and tra:{miffion to jaftice im cafe 
the crime had been there committed. The 
expence of apprehending and tranfmitting 
the perfons to juftice, fhall be defrayed by 
thofe who made the demand. It is under- 
ftood, that this article does not regard in any 
way, the crimes of murder, forgery or frau- 
dulent bankruptcy, committed prior to the 
conclufion of this Definitive Treaty. 

XXI. The contra€ting parties promife to 
obferve with fincerity and good faith al! the 
articles of the prefent Treaty, and they will 
not fuffer their refpeétive citizens or fubjeés 
to act in contravestion of the fame, dire€ly 
or indireétly,~and the faid contraéting parties 
guarantee to each other generally and recip- 
rocally all the fiipulations of the prefent 
‘Treaty. 

XXII. The prefent Treaty fhall be ratifi- 
ed by the contra€ting parties within the {pace 
of thirty days, or fooner, if poflible, and the 
ratifications in due form thal! be exchanged 
at Paris. 

In faith of which, we, underfigned Pieni- 
potentiaries, have figned with our hands, and
